Washington, February 2!.—Chairman 
Hull, of the military affairs committee, 
in presenting the army appropriation bi.)

He declared that any nation not pre- 
pared to defend its position in China 
might as yell haul down its flag and 
quit the Pacific.

Mr. Hopkins, of 
Kentucky, uncoyered many methods of 
inducing immigration to the United 
States, much of which he declared to 
be decidedly undesirable.

Georgia Senator Deciares Himself 


Against Further Aggression of 
the Federal Oourts Into 
Rights of the Courts 
of the States. 


Washington, February 2i.—After fif- 
teen years of more or less serious con- 
sideration of the subject, the senate to 
day passed a pure food bill by the de- 
Cisive vote of 63 to 4. 

The vote was taken after a day de- 
voted aimost exclusively to debate of a 
é@sultory character on the measure. Sev- 


eral efforts were made to amend the Dil] 
and the committee accepted a number 
of @uggestions,.but only those thus ac: 
cepted were incorporated in the bfil as 
passed. 

' The fll makes it a misdemeanor to 
manufacture or sel] adulterated or mis- 
branded foods, drugs, medicines or liquors 
in the District of Columbia, the terri- 
tories and the insular possessions of the 
United States, and prohibits the ship- 
meent of such goods from one state to 
another or to a foreign country. It also 
prohibits the receipt of such goods. Pun- 
ishment by fine of $500 or by imprison- 
ment for one year, or both, is pre- 
scribed. 

Officials Made Responsible. 

In the case of corporations, officials in 
charge are made responsible. The treas- 
ury department and the department of 
agriculture and of commerce and labor 
are required to agree upon regulations 
for the collection and examination of the 
articles covered by the bill, but no spe- 
cific provision is made for investigation 
except by the department of agriculture 

The investigations by that department 
are placed in the hands of the chief of 
the bureau of chemistry, and if he finds 
that the law has been wwolated the sec- 
retary of agriculture is required to re- 
port the facts to the United States dis- 
trict attorney who, in turn, is required 
to institute proceedings in the federal 
courts. 

On the final roll caW the bill 
by a vote of 63 to 4. Measrs. Bacon, 
Balley, Foster and Tillman, all demo- 
crats, being the only senators to cast 
their votes in the negative. 

The senate adjourned until tomorrow. 


Senator Bacon’s Reasons. 


Senator Bacon explained that he is as 
earnestly in favor of the suppression of 
adulterations of food as anybody can 
be, but he opposes the Heyburn bill upon 
two grounds. 

First, that the mater is properly one 
which the states themselves should con- 
trol in the exercise of their police pow- 
ers, and, second, because he is opposed 
to any unnecessary extension of criminal] 
jurisdiction of the federal courts, which 
should be restricted rather than extend- 
ed because every extension Involves the 
possibility of the citizen being dragged 
from his home to a federal court a hun- 

dred or more miles away.

Washington, February 2! .—(Special.)— 
Tremendous pressure is being brought to 
secure an agreement between the con- 
tending forces of railroad regulators be- 
fore the senate committee takes action 
on Friday upon the bil] to be reported 
to the senate. While things -are appar- 
ently unchanged upon the surface, there 
is a might juggling behind the scenes 
and a mighty uncertainty concerning the 
final outcome. 

While statements characterized by the 
uncertainty of Delphic oracles are being 
sent out as bearing the ‘‘authorized’’ 
stamp of white house approval, more or 
less conflicting statements are being car- 
ried almost hourly to the ‘capitol by 
statesmen who seem convinced that 
their information concerning the presi- 
dent’s attitude and the president’s wishes 
are more valuable than any “authorized” 
statements for the reason that they have 
them first hand, 

One day the president is represented as 
supporting the review, or lack of review, 
of the Hepburn Dill. The next it is 
stated that if yesterday’s statements 
quoted the president correctly, he had 
evidently changed his mind since. then. 
Must Become Immediately Effective. 

All senators agree that in whatever 
bil} the senate may pass there will be 
the essence of the Hepburn Dill, but 
there fs considerable difference of opin- 
ion as to just what the word “essence” 
covers. The effort to make it appear 
that the opponents of the Hepburn Dill 
In the s@nate committee are seeking to 
prevent the commission's rates becoming 
effective pending a judicial review are 
met with the flat statement of these 
gentlemen that nobody !s now opposing 
the ‘proposition that the commission's 
rate bill go into effect as soon after its 
promulgation as the commission itself 
may desire. 

Practically every member of the com- 
mittee and of the senate is opposed to 
the Hepburn bill as it passed the house. 
There is not one who does not believe 
that the blll must be amended in many 
particulars. As things stand the lines of 
demarcation between the contending 
forces is over the proposition for judi- 
cia] review. Those who an @x- 
press provision on the ground that the 
bil} somewhere or other contains 
a review provision are met with the 
argument that ff they believe the Dill 
now carries the review idea there can 
be no objection to having it more clear- 
ly expressed. 

Knox To the Front. 

Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, upon 
whom the president is expected in the 
end to rely for clear expression of the 
administration’s policy, has had several 
conferences with the president. Senator 
Knox has prepared a review amendment 
as well as some other amendments and 
he and the president have gone over 
these carefully. It understood that 
with the exception of Attorney Cienerar 
Moody all of the president’s close ad- 
visors approve the Knox plan. Attorney 
General Moody now has the Knox 
amendment under advisement. 

That other important changes will un- 
doubtedly be made in the Hepburn bill 
was made evident by the comment of 
Charles 8S. Mellen, president of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
immediately after a conference with the 
president, Mr. Mellen declares himself to 
be one of the original supporters of ralfl-

“Tt would be manifestly unfatr,”’ said 
Mr. Mellen as he left the white house,

‘¢ would not be just for a line which 
might tap the Pennsylvania lines just 
outside of Philadelphia to obtain all 
the exchange rate advantages afforded 
by the enormously valuable terminal 
facilities of the Pennsylvania in Phila- 
delphia, and yet that is the advantage 
given such a line by the Hepburn Dill. 
Now I am satisfied that to confer such 
an advantage was not the idea of the 
framers of the bill. The enforcement of 
such a ‘provision would be -unjust to 
those who, by their energy, ability and 
capital, had acquired great and valuable 
terminal facilities for their Tlines.”’
